Shortly after the Michigan legislature granted 
university status to Michigan Tech, President J. R. 
Van Pelt announced that he would retire at age 70 in 
1966. 
Dr. V an Pelt lias recommended to Tech's Board of 
Control that management of the university lie turned 
over to a younger man before his retirement and the 
Board had asked him, under tile title of chancellor, to 
undertake certain duties for the university when the 
transfer occurs. 
This provision for succession in the administration 
is t.\ pical of Bob Van Pelt and a capstone for the fine 
work he has done as Tech’s president. A fine educator, 
he took over a state institution of higher learning which 
the state had neglected and denied the means of proper 
growth. 
It has been known as the School of Mines and that 
image seemed still to prevail at Lansing into the era 
when America plunged deeply into scientific studies 
and research. This was the state’s only technical school 
of its kind and it had a splendid reputation in mining 
and engineering but the Legislature seemed to equate 
its needs with those of the Upper Peninsula mining in­ 
dustry, which had been declining. Missed to a harmful 
degree was the point that Tech was uniquely equipped 
to serve the needs of the new Age of Science out of its 
honored tradition of service to the earth sciences.

Tech had growth, hut not in proportion to the bur­ 
geoning- new dimensions of scientific and technical 
schooling in this country. The neglect of Tech was so 
severe in this period of new opportunities that its For­ 
estry School was suspended from accreditation by the 
Society of American Foresters because its facilities 
were so far below a standard regarded by the Society 
as minimal for a modem technical education. 
The State, having given T e c h university status, 
should make the proud new title fully meaningful. It 
should be a university in the fullest sense of the word 
and not just one more sclu>oI putting on airs of title.

Mel H aylor of Schaffer, hon- , 
ored by the Escanaba Jaycees 
with their Young Farm ers of 
the Year award at the club’s 
awards dinners at

Supper Club Saturday, recent­ 
ly completed construction of a 
new 
poultry 
house, 
36x140 
feet. 


It is now housing 4,800 pul­ 
lets that w ill be coming into 
production 
in 
a 
couple 
of 
weeks. Besides housing she 4,- 
800 birds in cages, the new 
building has a room 36x30 feet! 
where the eggs w ill be cooled, 
candled, graded and packaged. 


Feed for the birds is stored 
outside the building in a huge 
upright steel tank and augered 
into the building by electric 
motors. Feed and 
water 
are 
kept in front of the birds at 
all times. 


During the 
winter 
months, 
artificial lights 
are 
used 
to 
lengthen the day and to en­ 
courage production. 
Some 551 
light bulbs are spaced on the 
ceiling of the laying house. The 


temperature of the building is 
thermostatic controlled. 


In addition to this new en­ 
terprise, Taylor 
has 
another 
building in operation. He con­ 
verted an old dairy barn into 
a two-story poultry house. At 
the present time, he has 2,700 
laying hens on the first floor 
and 2,700 pullets, five 
weeks 
old, on the second floor. He has 
over 10,000 birds in his opera­ 
tion at present and hopes to 
expand within 
the 
next 
12 
months. 


In the future Taylor w ill be 
producing his own laying flock 
by buying day old chicks and 
raising them 
to 
laying 
age 
rather than buying them at 16 
to 20 weeks old. He w ill also 
produce pullets of laying age 
for other

By C EC ILY BROWNSTONE 
Associated Press Food Editor 
Here, in our opinion, is the 
be<t peanut brittle in the whole 
world. 
We came on this recipe in 
lite magazine. 
“Scouting,” 
in 
un 
article 
called 
“ Brittle 
Budget.’’ 
The article reports that three­ 
quarters of Hie mothers of the 
Boy Scouts in College Station, 
Texas, are engaged in Opera­ 
tion Peanut Brittle! In groups 
of two or three, they make the 
candy (to be sold) using the 
cooking pans, 
cookie sheets, 
measuring equipment and ther­ 
mometers. and the ingredients 
bought by the troop. Here, ac­ 
cording to the troopmaster, is 
how it works: 
"All tile mothers who par­ 
ticipate 
must 
attend 
an 
in­ 
struction session before being 
issued 
any 
ingredients. 
We 
begin with one session for a 
few motheis who will repeat 
it for groups of others. Even 
novices find they eau 
make 
perfect 
brittle atter this in­ 
struction 
The makers of ‘the 
best peanut brittle you ever 
tasted’ also have to attend a 
session every year, just to as­ 
sure uniform results. Last year 
out of 340 batches only two 
were failures. 
“The c a n d y is stilled in air­ 
tight containers until stapled 
in plastic bags in 
I - pound 
packages. Several dads do the 
packaging in a few hours. 
A 
couple of nights at 
the job 
burdens no one, and the men 
em oy working together. 


“The cost of ingredients var­ 
ies. A bafch of brittle has run 
us about 50 cents and netted 
us a profit of a little more than 
SI.OO a batch. The Scouts sell 
about 20 per cent of the sup­ 
ply and the dads the rest. No 
one ever has reported selling 
all lie could, and many say 
they could sell more. We are 
out just to meet our needs, so 
we quit when we have our 
budget made.” 


The College Station recipe 
in “Scouting” is given in suc­ 
cinct form. So here is our more 
detailed 
rule 
for your home 
kitchen; 
our 
recipe - testing 
helper followed it beautifully 
on her first try. 
The 
only 
change in ingredients: the or­ 
iginal 
recipe 
specifies 
raw 
Spanish peanuts and adds a 
teaspoon of salt and a table­ 
spoon of butter or margarine 
at the same time the baking 
soda is stirred in. 
Our 
helper says she likes 
this brittle because although it 
is crisp, it’s not so hard as 
other varieties. 
I 
relish this 
brittle for its great flavor and 
its bubbly texture. Other cat­ 
ers at our house don’t bother 
analyzing the candy’s merits, 
they just gobble it up. 
Beet Peanut Brittle 
3 cups sugar 
I cup light corn syrup 
1 * cup water 
3 cups salted peanuts 
2 tablespoons baking soda 
In a heavy saucepan stir to­ 
gether the sugar, corn syrup 
and water. Cook over medium 
heat. Stirring constantly, until 


sugar is dissolved and mix­ 
ture comes to a boil. Continue 
cooking, without stirring, until 
temperature 
reaches 
280 de­ 
grees on a candy thermometer 
or until 
a small amount 
of 
mixture dropped into very cold 
water separates into 
threads 
that are hard but not brittle 
(soft crack stage). Stir in pea­ 
nuts 
gradually, 
so 
mixture 
continues to boil. 
Cook, stir­ 
ring ellen and watching close­ 
ly, until temperature reaches 
300 degrees or until a small

Good trailer court regula­ 
tions are necessary if IV^ichi- 
! gan is to obtain, and continue 
I to attract, its share of mobile 
; trailer tourist business, W. L. 
Sweitzer, operator of a court at 
j Indian Lake notes. 
Sweitzer began his 50-lot 
i summer resort and trailer court 
[in 1953 and completed it in 
1958 
He has an investment of $50,- 
000, a large part of which is for 
a sewage disposal system. His 
lots are 1,400 square feet. A 
toilet, wash basin and shower 
are provided for each 15 lots. 
His location is on Indian Lake, 
just above the state park, from 
which he derives half of his 
business because the state fa­ 
cility turns away many each 
year. 
A former Chicago and Miami 
resident, Sweitzer 
also 
gets 
much business from out-state, 
based on advertising in various 
travel directories. His business 
! increases each year. Ohio, Illi- 
i nois Indiana 
and 
Wisconsin 
give him much business, though 
1 some visitors have come from 
I as far as Dallas and San An­ 
tonio, Tex. 
Fishing Visit 
On a visit to Indian Lake 
State Park in 1951 Sweitzer not- 
I ed the amount of camper busi- 
i ness and the number turned 
away. 
He 
speculated 
that, 
"wherever there are people with 
money, wanting to spend it, 
there would be business and 
capital would be attracted to 
invest.” He decided to build 
his trailer court and notes: 
“I wasn’t wrong. Even before 
there was a blade of grass grow­ 
ing when I first began build­ 
ing. customers started coming. 
Each year more came. When 
I’m full, I send them to eamp- 
| grounds in the area, so the 


j business stays here. 
Area Assets 
The State Park has an aver­ 
age stay of 2r2 and I have an 
average stay of 3*2 days per 
customer. Many unhitch trailers 
here leaving them while they 
I take side trips to visit the air 
base 
at 
Marquette, 
Tahqu- 
menon Falls or 
other 
scenic 
spots. It’s important to have 
these 
sightseeing 
facilities,” 
Sweitzer observes. 
“You hear about the swal­ 
lows of Capistrano. 
Well, 
I 
found a place on the Garden 
Peninsula where mud is plast­ 
ered against a building and each 
year these 
swallows 
return. 
How each one knows which 
hole is his is more than I can 
tell. Someday I hope to lease 
or own property in that area. I 
send quite a few 
visitors 
to 
Fayette State Park, which they 
much enjoy. Tourists seem so 
happy with the souvenir rocks 
they bring back from the trip.” 
Campground Regulations 
Sweitzer says he feels camp­ 
grounds should have adequate 
regulations 
to 
assure patron 
s a f e t y , 
the 
same 
as 
a 
trailer court’s regulations are 
designed to protect the traveler. 
Also, this holds down “junk- 
type” businesses, 
he 
pointed 
out. 
He suggests that lots should 
be large enough so ropes of one 
tent do not tie down on the ad­ 
joining lot, as fire could rapid­ 
ly travel from one tent to an­ 
other. Fire pits should be well 
designed for safety, and wash­ 
ing and sewage facilities should 
have ample disposal treatment 
to assure healthy leisure hours. 
The fish potential in Indian 
Lake could probably be brought 
up with restocking, last year 400 
walleyes were caught by a com­ 
mercial fisherman and planted 
in the lake. However, there are 
no nets or other barrier to pre­ 
vent fish from 
going 
down 
river from the lake, and then 
to Lake Michigan when flume 
gates are opened. The flume, of 
course, prevents fish from com­ 
ing up river, he observed. 
Indian Lake has many large 
fish, caught by spearing, such 
as the pike of the 
past 
few 
weeks, and a large number of 
small, pan fish.

he explains.

Sweitzer first came to the area 
on a fishing trip in 1924. Indi­ 
an Lake wasn’t developed much 
as a resort area, with most con­ 
centrated on the

end. 
Parker’s Landing was being op­ 
erated in conjunction with the

made, with income coming from 
sale of soft drinks

j rentals. The State Park had 
I not been established. 
In his travels in the midwest, 
! the south and the West, Sweit­ 
zer says he has found only one 
other state—California—which 
has direct competition by states 


in park business. 
In 
many 
states, public parks are off- 
the-beaten-path, not in choice 
recreation areas. 
Said Sweitzer: 
“The state parks should be 
self-supporting. I shouldn’t be 
taxed and then have tax money 
allocated to the state park sys­ 
tem, which is in direct competi­ 
tion with me. The state park 
has a million-dollar advertising 
program, tax-investment capi­ 
tal and low labor costs. W here­ 
as, I have 25 families coming 
to look at my 50 lots, they have 
300 coming for 180 lots. 
At ll a. rn., the park puts 
up “no vacancy” signs and af- 
tei 
6 p. rn., gives literature 
which helps those turned away 
find private camp and trailer 
court facilities. S w itzer says he 
has a small leaflet which he 
hands those leaving the park, 
beginning at 4 p. rn., and an 
hour later his court is filled. 
Has Marina 
Fishermen begin coming in 
May, and open the season at 
Sweitzer’s court, which is li­ 
censed from May I to Sept. 30. 
A 150-foot concrete wall was 
built to provide a mooring place 
for boats and a place to start 
craft out before they enter the 
lake, when water is rough. The 
marina facilities include 14-foot 
boats, free docking and a bait 
shop. One full-time man and a 
part-time worker are employed. 
“The trailer travelers are a 
tine class of people. Many of 
them come 
from professions 
and other upper level walks of 
life, and have substantial in­ 
vestments 
in 
their 
trailer 
homes,” says Sweitzer. 
Victor Haas, manager of Indi­ 
an Lake State Park, said a con­ 
sulting engineer has been en­ 
gaged by the Department 
of 
Conservation to draw plans for 
an additional 160 
campsites. 
The park now has 159 and due 
to small clearing projects will 
have 165. 
Clearing for the new work 
was begun last winter and the
